18  state  hospitals,  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Psychiatric  Insti- 
tute, and  the  Eastern  State  School  and  Hospital  for  Children. 

1.  These  institutions  have  approximately  14,500  approved 
positions  in  the  current  budget.  Of  these,  approximately  8,500 
are  in  the  treatment  staff  category. 

2.  According  to  APA  standards,  the  20  institutions  should 
have  approximately  3,500  additional  positions  in  the  treatment 
categories. 

3.  The  Governor's  budget  request,  if  approved,  will  provide 
for  a total  of  180  new  positions,  of  which  133  are  in  the  treat- 
ment category,  in  the  20  institutions. 

4.  The  PMH  recommendation  provides  for  500  additional 
positions  in  these  categories.
